Hospital 
must make 
crucial 
decisions

Crucial decisions will be made 
tonight 
on 
the 
strategy 
to 
be 
employed 
in 
a 
bid 
to retrieve 
proposals 
by 
Lompoc 
Hospital 
district for a long term care nursing 
facility. 
District directors must decide 
whether to accept a state imposed 
limitation of 43 beds or to go for 
special legislation to permit the 74 
which hospital officials say are 
needed. 
Voters have already approved a 
$1.5 million bond issue for the 
construction. 
Hospital administrator Kenneth 
D. Wicks will carry the results of 
t o n ig h t s 
d e lib e r a tio n s 
to 
S a cra m en to 
for 
a 
seco n d 
appearance before the State Health 
Planning 
Council. 
The 
council 
rejected Lompoc’s bid for the 74-bed 
package on Jan. 17. 
It was first thought that Lompoc 
would try for some arrangement 
between the 43-bed figure of the 
state and the 74-bed proposal of the 
Lompoc Hospital District board. 
However, Wicks said he met with 
staff members of the council last 
week in Los Angeles and found them 
stiffening in their feelings toward 
appeals for variances from state 
guidelines. 
There may also be an evolution in 
the local approach to the type of 
facility to be built, according to 
W icks. 
Previous 
projections 
indicated a long term care facility 
to accommodate 74 patients. Thirty- 
six such patients are presently being 
housed in the acute medical facility 
on Hickory Avenue. Wicks says 
there is a waiting list of 30 more 
potential patients. 
However 
there 
is 
a 
growing 
feeling that the local facility should 
vary its patient-type to include the 
broad range of elderly patients. For 
example, the previous plans were 
thought to provide only for geriatric 
patients 
mainly 
those 
needing 
skilled nursing assistance. This type 
of 
patient 
would 
need 
help 
in 
bathing, eating and dressing and 
most would need help in walking or 
in moving around. 
In contrast to this extreme care, 
Wicks says the projected facility 
might 
also 
provide 
care 
for 
intermediate 
type 
patients 
who 
could 
do 
som e 
thin gs 
for 
themselves, but not everything; and 
for the board and care patients. The 
latter type is predominant in the 
Lutheran Church facility in the 
Santa 
Ynez 
area, 
according 
to 
Wicks. 
The City of Lompoc recently 
approved a request by a private 
operator to house four board and 
care patients in a single family 
residential area. 
Board and care patients generally ♦ 
speaking can dress, eat and walk 
about under their own power. In 
many cases they may even make 
their own beds and do some of the 
simple housework chores. 
The delay in getting the Lompoc 
project under way has cost heavily 
and raised a cloud over portions of 
the local expansion plans. Wicks had 
hoped to get the long term care 
facility 
under 
construction 
last 
September. 
The delay has also 
hampered plans to expand the acute 
care facility on Hickory Avenue. A 
portion of the $1.5 million bond issue 
plus reserve funds will be used for 
completion of the expansion. 
But not all of the plans for the 
Hickory Avenue facility can be 
undertaken because of the log jam 
in Sacramento. Both Assemblyman 
W Don MacGillivray and State Sen. 
Robert 
Lagomarsino 
have 
been 
favorable to special legislation if 
that proves to be necessary.

Truce teams head into combat 


SAIGON (UPI) — Trucekeeping 
teams headed into a combat zone for 
the first time today and South 
Vietnam released more Communist 
war 
prisoners. 
But 
the 
Saigon 
command 
reported 
the 
most 
Communist cease-fire violations in 
17 days. 
The Joint Military Commission 
(JMC), the four-power body charged 
with 
policing 
the 
truce 
and 
arranging POW releases, prepared 
today to send its first investigating 
team into a combat area The team 
was to leave later today for Sa 
Huynh, a town about 290 m iles north 
of Saigon that was the scene of 
heavy fighting the first day of the 
cease-fire. 
A 
command 
spokesman 
said 
fighting was still going on there. 
The spokesman said 904 POWs 
were released today to Communist 
officials across the Thach Han River 


from Quang Tri City. This brings the 
total 
number 
of 
Communists 
released so far to an even 6,400 A 
total of 711 South Vietnamese have 
been set free and another 320 are 
scheduled to be released Tuesday at 
Loc Ninh, 75 miles north of Saigon. 
Despite appeals by the JMC to 
stop 
the 
fighting, 
the 
Saigon 
command said the 194 Communist 
attacks m the 24 hours ending at 
dawn today were the highest since 
200 were reorted Feb 2. 
In 
the 
heaviest 
fighting, 
five 
Saigon paratroopers were reported 
killed and 42 wounded in a day-long 
Communist antllery and mortar 
barrage 
near 
Quang 
Tri 
City. 
Another battle at dawn today left 
four men dead on both sides and 10 
South Vietnamese wounded in a 
Communist attack on a militia unit 
near Giong Trom in the Mekong 
Delta, 40 miles south of Saigon, the 


command said. 
The 
four-power 
com m ission- 
consisting of South and NKORTH 
Vietnamese, U.S. and Viet Cong 
officials—issued a plea for both 
sides to honor the truce and make 
the cease-fire a reality. But as the 
fighting 
intensified, 
a 
South 
Vietnamese spokesman said: “ It 
seems to us the Communist units did 
not attempt to respect at all the 
appeal by the JMC.” 
Reports of violations from both 
sides in the continuing conflict have 
been registered daily since the truce 
took effect Jan. 28 in spite of pleas 
from representatives of both forces 
to obey the cease-fire stipulations. 
In Saigon, the United States asked 
the International Commission of 
Control and Supervision (ICCSi to 
investigate the downing Friday of an 
unarmed American helicopter. The

Soviet airliner crash kills 77 of 99 


PRAGUE (U P I )- A Soviet TU154 
airliner with 99 persons aboard 
crashed in flam es at Prague airport 
today, killing 77 people, a Soviet 
airline official said. 
Vladimir 
Volodin, 
the 
airport 
manager for the Soviet Aeroflot 
airline, said 22 persons were pulled 
from the burning wreckage and 
survived the crash. 
Airport officials said the Russian- 
built Tupolev 
154 tri-engine 
jet 
smashed into the ground just inside 


the 
airport perimeter, 
narrowly 
missing a busy highway around the 
airfield. Wreckage was scattered 
over a 400-yard area. 
“ As the plane ploughed along 
parallel to the runway, the wings 
and tailplane fell off,” an airport 
official said. 
“ Everything was burning with the 
exception of the front portion of the 
fuselage.” he said. 
Western airline officials said the 
plane broke into three pieces on 


impact. , 
An airport technician, who was 
one of the first to reach the scene of 
the crash, said . 
“ I saw two rut marks caused by 
the plane’s landing gear a few yards 
from 
the 
highway. 
These 
were 
immediately 
followed 
by 
spilled 
kerosene and scorch marks. A little 
way on the first bodies were found." 


Volodin 
said the plane, on a 
regular 
flight 
from 
Moscow 
to 
Prague, carried 87 passengers and a 


crew of 12. 
He said 14 passengers and eight 
crew members survived 


A Czechoslovak pilot who saw the 
crash described it as “a pretty 
horrible sight." 


Airport officials said all of the 
survivors were in the forward first 
class portion of the plane or the 
cockpit. 
Everyone in the rear of the plane, 
including four hostesses, was killed.

All those on board were either 
Russian, Czechoslovak or Cuban, 
the officials said. 
It was the first known crash of a 
TUI54 since the planes were placed 
in service less than a year ago.

(UPI > — Another 20 freed American 
POWs, who initially balked at their 
relea se 
fearing 
C om m unist 
trickery, arrived from Hanoi to a 
cheering welcome Sunday and three 
hours 
later 
sat down 
to steak 
dinners—their first in at least five 
years. 
In Saigon, a North Vietnamese 
spokesman said more than 100 other 
U.S. prisoners will go free in about 
one week. 
One ex-prisoner, Navy Lt. James 
W. Bailey. 30, planned to board a 
mercy flight ahead of schedule later 
today to go to the bedside of his 
critically ill father in Carthage, 
Miss. Military sources said other 
POWs could fly with him if they 
finish processing in time for the trip 
to Travis Air Force Base, Calif., but 
that all should leave by Tuesday at 
the latest. 
An Air Force spokesman said 
each of the 20 men was assigned his 
own doctor in order to get them 
through medical examinations as 
quickly as possible. 


Official military sources said the 
latest group of POWs balked after 
North Vietnamese authorities told 
them about their early release, a

Sheriff s deputies cordoned off the dirt 
trail leading to the small but sturdy cabin 
built under the shadows of an Oak Grove in 
the rugged Santa Cruz Mountains and said 


a massive “leaf by le a f foot search of the 
area would continue today. 
"We must be the murder capital of the 
world now. 
said Peter Chang, Santa Cruz 
County district attorney. 
Jeffrey D. Card. 22, discovered the body 
of his brother, Brian, 20, and the three 
unidentified victims Saturday afternoon 
when he visited their shelter hidden in the 
damp glenn of Henry Cowell Redwood 
State Park 
The youths were apparently sitting down 
for a macaroni meal when they were shot. 
Jeffrey told investigators a .22 caliber rifle 
was missing from the cabin.

'Prime Minister of underworld' dead 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Frank Costello, an immigrant who 
became known as "prim e minister of the underworld and 
survived attempts to assassinate and deport him, died 
Sunday in a hospital bed. He was 82. 
A spokesman for Doctors Hospital where Costello died 
refused to reveal the cause of death. However, Costello had 
been suffering from throat cancer for several years. He 
entered the hospital 10 days ago. 
In 1951, Costello’s hands on nationwide television kept 
viewers rooted before the screen while the mobster, in his 
raspy voice, testified before the Senate investigations 
(Kefauver) subcommittee. The stocky, nattily dressed 
Costello refused to have his face televised. 


Two postmen killed in Belfast 


BELFAST (UPI) — Cruising gunmen shot two Belfast 
postmen dead Sunday in a Roman Catholic area and 
wounded a third man in the latest shooting blamed by police 
on political and religious hatreds in Northern Ireland. 
The deaths raised the total in 3-‘/2 years of violence 
involving Protestant and Catholic fanatics, the Irish 
Republican Army and security forces to 724. 
In other weekend violence, troops battled gunmen early 
today in a Catholic area. An army spokesman said troops 
thought they hit one gunman. 
Two rocket attacks, at posts 25 miles from Belfast and at 
a site along the border dividing Northern Ireland and the 
Irish republic to the south, caused some damage but no 
casualties. 


U.S. biggest obstacle to peace? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Swedish Prime Minister Olaf 
Palme says he has not changed his view that the United 
States was the biggest obstacle to peace in Vietnam. 
Palme was asked Sunday if he had changed his mind 
about the statement he made in 1968 and replied with a flat 
"no.” 
The American failure to uphold the Geneva Accords of 
1954 was “ the fatal mistake ... a step that led to the other 
m istakes,” Palme said. 


Rescue attempt fails in death 


VALENCE, France (UPI) — Jacques Attou, 16, was one 
of the first ones to flee his burning home Sunday. But when 
his mother cried that some of his brothers and sisters were 
still inside, Jacques acted quickly. 
“ I’m going to look for them,” he shouted. “I will wrap 
them in blankets.” 
Then he raced back inside— and died there with five of 
his brothers and sisters, aged six to 13. 
By the time firemen arrived at the three-story dwelling, 
it was already completely engulfed in flames. They said it 
burned in minutes. 


Calling for PO W -M IA bracelets 


MEAD, Wash (UPI) — Mrs. Ellen M. Ewing is asking 
Americans to send her the five million POW-MIA bracelets 
they've been wearing so they can be melted down and built 
into a “ monument to lasting peace.” 
A sculptor, Harold R. Balaz Jr.. has offered to design and 
build the monument at no cost, she said Sunday, and 
arrangements have been made to have the bracelets melted 
down.

Former Indy 500 winners Parnelli 
Jones, Jim Rathman, and Roger 
Ward came out of retirement to join 
in with brothers Bobby and A1 
Unser, Joe Leonard, Mike Mosely, 
Bruce Walkup, Billy Vuchovich and 
many of nations top destruction 
derby drivers. 
Two 
of 
the 
most 
expensive 
vehicles, 
a 
Rolls 
Royce Silver 
Shadow driven by Bobby Unser and 
the Cadillac El Dorado driven by 
Jones, seemed to be the early 
targets. When the smoke began to 
clear, it was a battle of Ford 
products as Ken McCain of Fresno, 
a late entry in the event driving a 73 
Ford LTD, and Tom Zumwalt of 
Carson in a 1971 Mercury Marquia 
Station Wagon, battled it out to the 
wire, with McCain coming out as the 
victor. 
Ironically, the car McCain drove 
was totally destroyed a week ago by 
fire and he rebuilt it for this event, 
which paid him $7000 out of a $23,000 
purse 
More than 23,000 fans came to see 
the cars meet death and to watch 
the 
king 
of 
daredevile, 
Evel 
Knlevel, who successfully made his 
jump over 50 stacked cars. Actually 
there were only 18 cars widths, with 
the remainder of the smashed cars 
piled 2 and three deep, but he made 
it with ease and left the stadium via 
another ramp with a parachute 
billowing from behind his Harley- 
Davidson machine. As Evel roared 
back into the stadium, thousands of 
fans poured out on the Coliseum 
floor to congratulate him

Power of the Presidency 


The power of the presidency is the 
dominant issue on the political scene 
today, and may well continue to be through 
another four years. 
Not, at least, since the tumultuous FDR 
era has the exercise and interpretation of 
the powers of the nation's highest office 
been the focus of such attention, and 
dispute. 
It is worth recalling at this particular 
point that the question of the proper scope 
of the presidency has been with us for a 
very long time. It began not with Franklin 
or Theodore Roosevelt, or with Abraham 
Lincoln or other of the “ strong' occupants 
of the office through later years, but with 
the very first president. 
The 
C on stitution 
sk etch ed 
the 
presidency. It was George Washington 
who filled in the essential details. 
Washington considered the translation of 
the political theory of the Constitution into 
a functioning national government his 
prime responsibility. He approached the 
task as apolitical pragmatist, seeking the 
most satisfactory interpretations of the 
Constitution s often ambiguous or very 
broad 
wording 
through 
trial, 
and 
sometimes error. 
Washington's responses to early tests of 
the federal system were often decisive to 
the nation’s future development. In the 
Whiskey Rebellion of 1794, he acted firmly 
but judiciously, affirming the supremacy 
of the law and the taxation powers of 
Congress. 
He backed his policy with 
armed force, but no blood was shed.

Although 
he 
clearly 
dominated 
the 
government, 
his 
interest was not 
in 
personal government. With perhaps the 
greatest wealth of talent to choose from 
since 
Athens golden 
age, 
Washington 
appointed to key posts strong men of 
strong opinions, often in conflict. The 
shape of the new nation s developing 
political, social and economic structure 
was to a very great extent defined in those 
early years by the continuing debate 
between the two pillars and poles of 
Washington’s Cabinet, Thomas Jefferson, 
the Democrat s Democrat, and Alexander 
Hamilton, 
advocate 
of 
strong, 
even 
autocratic government. 
Even in the company ot these greater 
intellects, Washington was indisuputably 
master of his own government. He knew 
how to select brilliant men and to direct 
their 
efforts to 
the greatest benefit, 
moderating 
but 
not 
muffling debate. 
Hardworking, 
he 
was 
a 
master 
of 
administrative detail. He built and he built 
well, so that when Jefferson, with a much 
more dynamic approach to government, 
became president in 1801, he would point to 
Washington s system as the model for his 
own administration. 


The presidency and the nation have 
changed much in the years since. But 
George Washington provided that firm 
foundation upon which later innovative 
presidents would build, and which could 
survive 
the 
inadequacies 
of 
weaker 
successors. He established the power of 
the presidency and of a people.

Gun control 


Mention gun control and one is 
bound to get into a philosophical 
argument. 
Lawmakers 
obviously 
are afraid to tackle the subject. The 
last time anyone tried at the State 
l e v e l 
w a s 
in

Assemblyman Winfield Shoemaker 
of 
Lompoc 
staked 
his 
political 
career on gun control and lost 
The Gallup Poll 
this year tells us 
that one person out 
of every three living 
in urban areas has 
b e e n 
m u g g e d , 
robbed 
or 
has 
suffered 
property | 
loss during the last 
12 
m onths. 
Six 
women 
in 10 are 
afraid to walk alone 
in 
t h e i r 
o w n 
neighborhoods. One 
person in six does 
not even feel safe 
and secure in his 
own home. 


Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
J. 
Younger has a plan which could 
reduce the 
incidence of violent 
crime, and do it without denying 
hunters, 
marksmen 
and 
sport 
shooters the freedom to own guns. 
The plan is simple. Pass legislation 
making a State prison sentence 
mandatory for persons convicted of 


felonies where they were armed at 
the time of the crime or their arrest. 
“California Superior Courts last 
year,” 
Younger 
told 
a 
peace 
o f f i c e r s ’ 
mee ting 
recent ly, 
“convicted 1.268 armed robbers, but 
500 of these did not go to prison 
Another 382 were convicted of first 
degree burglary, and the burglar is 
usually 
armed 
with 
a 
deadly 
weapon, but 240 of those convicted 
didn’t go to prison 


“ Out of 254 ex-convicts convicted 
and sentenced for possession of a 
deadly weapon, just 40 went to 
prison,” Younger said. 
Younger 
places 
the 
problem 
squarely on the jurists in the courts. 
“ You might wonder,” he added, 
‘‘why 500 first degree robbers were 
not sent to prison last year. The 
answer 
is simple 
Because our 
Penal Code gives a judge discretion 
to grant probation to armed robbers 
when he finds what he calls unusual 
circumstances "’ 


Younger expects a tough fight 
over his plan. Here’s how he puts it: 
“There’ll be strong opposition to 
our proposals. Armed robbers will 
object. Those who believe all crime 
is traceable to a deprived childhood 
or an overprotective mother will 
argue. Those who want to close all 
prisons will be disturbed. Those who 


supported 
the 
state s 
Probation 
Subsidy Law 
which rewards a 
county financially for not sending a 
thug 
to 
prison 
— 
will 
be 
embarrassed ” 
Obviously, 
only 
law 
abiding 
citizens wiil approve.

Yet 
as the present mayor, John V. 
Lindsay, said the other day, if you 
want to know who is running just go 
through the Manhattan telephone 
directory. 


At least a dozen 
potential 
c a nd i ­ 
dates, most of them 
Dem ocrats, 
have 
s e n t 
up 
t r i a l 
balloons. 
The 
job 
pays $50,000 a year 
with some prequis- 
ites such as Gracie 
mansion, 
a 
hand­ 
some residence, a 
chauffeur 
driven 
limousine and body 
guards and others 
paid to stand and 
wait. 
But the mayor is constantly beset by 
the 
threat 
of 
breakdown, 
the 
explosion of graft and corruption 
and innumerable other ills. 


The expectation is that Lindsay 
will run for a third term this fall He 
may opt out of the Democratic 
primary and run on the liberal party 
line, 
thereby 
circumventing 
a 
bruising primary fight. That is how 
Lindsay won a second term four 
years ago. 


Having turned Democrat this time, 
Lindsay will face the implacable 
opposition 
of 
Gov. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller. Rockefeller will swing 
his backing and his wealth to the 
Republican nominee 


The 
conviction 
here 
is 
that 
Rockefeller will run for a fourth 
term for governor in 1974 when he 
will be 66 years old. Then two years 
later he will once again make a try 
for the presidency, or such is the 
belief of those who consider the 
virus of ambition for the highest 
office in the land incurable once it 
has entered the blood stream. Since 
1960 Rockefeller has been jousting 
unsuccessfully with Richard Nixon 
for 
the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination. 


From the Lindsay camp a trial 
balloon went up recently intimating 
that 
the 
mayor 
might 
oppose 
Rockefeller for governor in ’74 But 
Lindsay is a realist. He believes the 
governor is capable of spending $15 
million out of his own wealth to get 
re-elected. To match that kind of 
money is all but impossible. The 
same of big political spending shows 
up in the city where a minimal 
budget for the mayoralty race is $3 
million. 


Lindsay can show that he has 
made some progress in cleaning up 
the city. An able young lieutenant, 
William Bardel, is director of the 
Office of Midtown Development. 
One objective is to shut down the 
massage parlors which are really 
houses of prostitution and the porno 
industry that afflicts the whole 
Times Square area. Bardel says he 
has closed down perhaps a third of 
the 
massage 
operators 
and 
a 
number of the peep shows. At tim es 
it is like unraveling a detective 
mystery. On property owned by 
Rockefeller 
interests 
and

magazine several massage parlors 
were operating. Property managers 
informed of this were dismayed, 
since with re leases several layers 
down they had been unaware of the 
nature of the tenants.

2,000-room 
hotel 
will 
shortly be announced for midtown, 
according to Bardel. It will be 
distinguished in design, with every 
facility under one roof. And a $150 
million convention-exhibition center 
in what was once known as Hell’s 
Kitchen is to be completed in 1976 
The plague afflicting not only New 
York 
but 
the 
nation 
is 
the 
exploitation of the crudest kind of 
sex. A sheer porno film, “ Deep 
Throat”, 
has 
been 
playing 
to 
capacity audiences at $5 a throw. 
Made on a budget said to have been 
$25,000, it has already grossed close 
to $4 million. 
The most sinister development is 
the reported move by the Mafia to 
take over the porno industry. The 
profits are quick and increasingly 
large and neither the police nor the 
courts seem to be able to put up any 
effective barrier to the exploitation 


of pornography. If “ Deep Throat ’, 
which is Dig screen six produced in a 
slightly more sophisticated fashion, 
is any criterion the profit margin is 
thousand per cent or more.

York. It just happens to be bigger 
and more conspicuous than any 
other city suffering from the same 
ills.
